FUNDRAISING TEEN 
NEEDS YOUR HELP

KIND-HEARTED Scarlett 

Saunders has already raised thou¬ 
sands for Great Ormond Street 
Children’s Hospital. 

Now she needs readers’ help to 
keep raising money for the hospital 
that saved her life, and for another 
charity working in Africa. 

Scarlett is one of the ambassadors 
of the hospital’s Kiss It Better cam¬ 
paign, which raises money for 
research into childhood cancer. 

She battled through a particularly 
aggressive form of Myeloid 
Leukaemia - with the love and sup¬ 
port of her family and a devoted 
team of surgeons and nurses at 
Great Ormond Street. 

Scarlett, now 15, was diagnosed 
with the illness when she was just 
nine years old. 

Her mother, Rebecca, said initial¬ 
ly Scarlett had a sore throat and 
kept being given antibiotics by her 
doctor. But it got steadily worse, so 
Rebecca took Scarlett to Southend 
Hospital where they took a blood 
test for glandular fever. 

Rebecca said: “I thought that was 
awful as you could be ill for 
months with that. But later that day, 
we had a call from the hospital who 
said it was suspected Leukaemia. 

“I can’t explain how that felt, it 
was such a terrible shock.” 

Scarlett was transferred from 
Southend to Great Ormond Street 
Hospital for emergency treatment. 

Rebecca said: “The staff said that 
if we had left it another day, she 
could have died. 

“She had to go into theatre 
straight away and have a Hickman 
line fitted to administer the 
chemotherapy. She was in there for 
five hours.” 

Becky and Scarlett were deter¬ 
mined to not let the disease win. 

Scarlett joined all the children’s 
activity groups at the hospital dur¬ 
ing her stay, and helped keep the 
other youngsters positive. 

Scarlett said: “I used to look 


around the ward and see all the 
other young cancer patients laying 
there, so I would talk to them. 
Mum would always make me get 
up and do things. 

“She even took me to the theatre 
in the West End while I was still a 
patient.” 

Rebecca said: “I lived at Great 
Ormond Street for six months and 
slept on a put-up bed. Scarlett’s dad 
was there every day, too. 

“We were always with her - it was 
such a difficult time - but thankful¬ 
ly she has been in remission for the 
last five years.” 

As part of her gruelling treat¬ 
ment, Scarlett lost all her hair, but 
it has since grown back, and mum 
Becky says it’s better than ever. 

Scarlett, who attends Deanes 
School, in Thundersley, has worked 


tirelessly for the last five years, to 
put on fundraising events, includ¬ 
ing fetes and sponsored walks. 

She has raised almost £10,000 for 
Great Ormond Street, and is deter¬ 
mined to keep going. 

Scarlett’s fundraising efforts even 
took her to 10 Downing Street, 
where she met the then Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown and his 
wife Sarah, who hailed her as an 
‘inspiration to other people’. 

The teenager has set herself 
another challenge for which she 
hopes to be flown out to Ghana 
where she will be able to help 
schoolchildren. 

She has been named as a finalist 
in the Teen Queen UK competition 
and is aiming to raise as much 
money as possible for the Miss 
Charity Princess section of the 


competition. 

Despite her success on the beauty 
scene, Scarlett also hopes to 
become a nurse to help cancer 
patients. 

Becky said: “Scarlett likes the 
beauty pageants but nursing is her 
dream so she can help other cancer 
patients towards recovery.” 

Scarlett also plans to specialise in 
aesthetic make-up for patients. 

In the meantime, she is arranging 
two events on Monday, August 24, 
to raise more money for charity. 

The first is a sponsored walk 
from the Virgin Active gym in 
Benfleet to Southend Pier and the 
second is an event at The Edge bar, 
in Basildon town centre.

Nesting birds slow down pier redevelopment 


A PLANNED redevelopment of the 
end of Southend Pier has been scaled 
down after delays caused by birds 
nesting underneath the structure. 

A £3million multi-use cultural cen¬ 
tre and seating area was due to be 
completed this summer, but hun¬ 
dreds of ruddy turnstones have 
delayed the work. 

Southend Council has now revised 


the project and will be scaling down 
the centre by 20 per cent. 

The building that was going to be 
situated at the end of the pier was 
going to be 450sq ft. 

In the revised plans, the centre will 
now be 360sq ft. 

The centre will be used for per¬ 
forming arts, conferences, weddings 
and exhibitions. 


Original plans also allowed for a 
730sq ft extension being built along¬ 
side the pier head where the centre 
was going to be situated. 

The extension has now been 
scrapped from the plans and the cen¬ 
tre will be situated on the pier head. 

Derek Jarvis, councillor for culture 
and tourism, said none of the original 
details of the centre would be lost. 


He said: “We really wanted to 
move this forward but because of the 
birds, we had to do an environmental 
impact check. 

“Now we can start work and the 
plan is to have the centre complete 
by the summer of next year.” 

The proposals will go to the devel¬ 
opment control committee in 
September.

Bid for New Empire Theatre

ONE of the region’s biggest 
children’s play and entertain¬ 
ment companies could be 
setting up a centre in 
Southend. 

The Partyman Company 
has submitted a bid to pur¬ 
chase the New Empire 
Theatre, in Alexandra Street, 
as part of a £1.5million pro¬ 
ject. 

The firm says it will create 
around 60 new jobs and the 
centre will provide arts, a 
500-seat theatre, entertain¬ 
ment, play and education. 

The young entrepreneur 
behind the bid is James 
Sinclair - aka Jimbo the 
Partyman - founder of the 
Partyman Company. 

He wants local theatre 
groups and dance schools to 
contact him to discuss how 
they could work together for 
the people of Essex. 

James said: “Everyone 
knows these days theatres are 
forever up against a struggle 
to make money and attract 
the right shows and groups to 
make them successful. 

“By making the New 
Empire Theatre into a huge 
children’s play centre, a 500- 
seat theatre and Ofsted regis¬ 
tered day nursery, there is no 
doubt the whole business 
could pay its bills and per¬ 
haps see some profit, rather 


than constantly face the 
financial pressure of running 
a modern day theatre. 

“With a tourist attraction 
and educational mix in the 
play centre and day nursery 
on the ground floor and a 
superb children’s community 
arts theatre upstairs, I’m con¬ 
fident this would see the the¬ 
atre’s survival.” 

The New Empire Theatre is 
currently owned by Shea 
Properties and is being mar¬ 
keted for sale through 
Dedman Gray. 

The theatre was built in the 
late 1800s before becoming a 
cinema in the 1920s as the 
Rivoli and later the ABC 
until it closed in 1998. 

A community theatre group 
later took up the lease, but 
the venue has now been 
empty for several years. 

Southend Council’s portfo¬ 
lio holder for culture and 
leisure, Councillor Derek 
Jarvis, believes the latest 
development will fit into the 
authority’s plans for the area. 

“We have a central plan to 
revitalise the whole area,” he 
said. “I believe this would fit 
into the prescribed use for 
this building. It will attract 
more people to the area.”

James’ dreams are the ‘key’ to 
his success, as without dreams to 
aim for, he does not think he 
would achieve half as much. 

In fact, his goals are so impor¬ 
tant, he has them on his desk in a 
picture frame so he can look at 
them every day for inspiration. 

By June 2015, he aims to be a 
‘true’ millionaire and three years 
later, in 2018, his aim is for the 
Partyman Company to be a 
national brand. 

Despite these visions being 
huge, James said there were oth¬ 
ers that were even bigger. 

At the top of his framed list, his 
goals are to be happy inside and 
to be a good person. Without 
achieving these, James said, he 
would not be able to achieve any¬ 
thing. 

So, from his Nan’s spare bed¬ 
room where he created his one- 
man company, James now owns 
an entertainment empire with six 
full-time entertainers, three 
indoor play centres, two day 
nurseries, and a one-stop party- 
man shop. 

Not bad going for a so-called 
clown...

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Work gets underway

“Our vision is to make this 
one of the top places to eat 
in the region.” 

The five-storey building 
will feature a restaurant and 
exclusive private dining 


room on the top floor, in 
which guests can enjoy 
panoramic views.

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Southend cinemas 
make history book

IT’S been 30 years in the mak¬ 
ing, but now Southend’s cine¬ 
mas have made it into a book. 

Roy Dilley’s latest book - 
Southend’s Palaces of the 
Silver Screen - documents 
every single cinema to have 
opened in South East Essex. 

A total of 31 movie theatres 
appear in the book, of which 
only two - the Odeon 
Multiplex in Southend and the 
Movie Starr in Canvey Island - 
survive as cinemas. 

Mr Dilley, of Wren Close, 
Eastwood, has been an ardent 
moviegoer since he was a 
young boy. 

He said: “There’s always 
something special about cine¬ 
mas, and we’ve got a real her¬ 
itage in and around Southend.” 

The 67-year-old has been 
researching the book, which 
follows on from The Dream 
Palaces of Southend, for 30 
years. His first book was pub¬ 
lished in 1983. 

Notable defunct cinemas in 
the area include the old Odeon 
in Southend town centre 
which, when it opened as the 
Astoria in the 1930s, was the 
third largest cinema in Britain. 

The venue also had a stage 
where comedy legends Laurel 
and Hardy were among those 
to appear in 1952. 

There is also a section in the 
book devoted to cinemas that 
were planned but never built. 


There was also the Ritz, 
which opened in 1935 and 
whose demolition in 1981 was 
described as ‘one of the great¬ 
est acts of unthinkable destruc¬ 
tion Southend has ever 
known’. 

Mr Dilley’s book is available 


from Waterstone’s, in 
Southend, The Book Inn, 
Leigh, and Southend Museum.

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Police investigated over 
conduct in murder case 


ESSEX Police is 
being investigated by 
the Independent 
Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) 
over its conduct in 
relation to Jeanette 
Goodwin. 

The body of the 47- 
year-old was found at 
an address in Quebec 
Avenue, Southend, on 
the evening of 
Sunday, July 24. 

Martin Bunch, 43, 
of Southchurch Road, 
has been charged with 
her murder and 
remanded in custody 
until an appearance at 
Chelmsford Crown 
Court on September 
30. 

However, Essex 
Police has referred 
the case to the IPCC. 

In a statement, the 
IPCC said there had 
been a history of 
police contact with 
Ms Goodwin over the 
course of this year 
leading up to her 
death. 

Commissioner 
Rachel Cerfontyne 
said the police watch¬ 
dog was in the 
process of contacting 
her family. 

She said: “I would 
like to extend my con¬ 
dolences to Jeanette 
Goodwin’s family and 
friends. 


“An IPCC senior investigator has 
completed an assessment and I have 
decided that an independent investi¬ 
gation should be carried out to 
examine the actions taken by Essex 
Police prior to Jeanette Goodwin’s 
sad death. 


“Because of the criminal proceed¬ 
ings underway, it would not be 
appropriate to give further informa¬ 
tion at this stage.” 

An Essex Police spokeperson con¬ 
firmed the Force was being investi¬ 
gated.

Improvements 
set for marshes 

MAJOR improvements will be made to marshes 
across south Essex after a grant of £800,000 was 
secured. 

Essex County Council will pump funding into 
land linking Basildon, Canvey Island, 
Corringham and Thurrock Marshes. 

The council bid for £440,000 from the Two 
Seas Programme, which promotes regions next 
to the North Sea and English Channel. 

Councillor Stephen Castle, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for education and the 
2012 Games, said: “I am delighted that we have 
been successful in our bid for funding to support 
the South Essex Marshes improvement project. 

“With the London 2012 Olympic Mountain 
Biking events taking place in Hadleigh, these 
are exciting times for South Essex. 

“This funding will make it easier for residents 
and visitors to enjoy the fantastic green spaces 
and superb attractions that exist throughout the 
marshes.” 

The key improvements will be: 

■ creating links between c2c mainline train 
stations and marshes. 

■ improving access with new paths, signage 
and infrastructure. 

■ promoting visitor attractions including 
Tilbury Fort, Coalhouse Fort, Thurrock 
Thameside Nature Park, Wat Tyler Country 
Park, Hadleigh Country Park, Hadleigh Castle, 
West Canvey Marshes and Canvey Wick. 

■ creating education programmes relating to 
the marshes history and biodiversity. 

■ linking the London 2012 Olympic 
Mountain Biking venue at Hadleigh Farm to 
Wat Tyler Country Park, Two Tree Island, Old 
Leigh village, the Thames Estuary Path and 
Canvey, Benfleet and Leigh stations. 

Veolia Pitsea Marshes Trust and the Veolia 
Mardyke Trust will provide an additional 
£150,000 to improve new signage and infra¬ 
structure along sections of the Thames Estuary 
Path. 

The remaining funding for the project is being 
provided as part of the improvements being 
made in and around the London 2012 Olympic 
mountain biking venue in Hadleigh. 

The intention is to link the event with the sur¬ 
rounding paths and green spaces. 

Work on the project will start this month and 
is scheduled to last until 2014. 


Protest over circus animals 


SEVENTEEN councillors are 
campaigning to stop wild circus 
animals performing in Rochford. 

Members of the Conservative 
group at Rochford Council decid¬ 
ed to take a stand over their claims 
that it is wrong to host such events 
in the district. 

The Great British Animal Circus 
will be located on private land in 
Rochford for three weeks in 
August. 

A spokesman for the Tory group 
said: “The following members of 
the Conservative group at 
Rochford District Council wish to 
confirm that we are against the use 
of wild animals in circus events. 

“Until Government legislation is 
passed to outlaw the exploitation 
of wild animals in travelling circus 
events, as a council we are unable 
to prevent this circus coming to 


our district.” 

The councillors to sign the state¬ 
ment are Terry Cutmore, Mavis 
Webster, Toby Mountain, Simon 
Smith, Peter Webster, James

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Canvey goes back to nature 


LIZ WADE takes a bit of time out to relax and discover Canvey 
Heights Country Park

A FORMER landfill site has not 
only been given back to the 
local community in Canvey, it 
has been returned to the area’s 
wildlife which is flourishing thanks 
to a range of projects. 

At the eastern point of Canvey 
Island is the relatively new Canvey 
Heights Country Park - a 36-acre 
site that has been transformed in 
recent years. 

The land was reclaimed from the 
Newlands landfill site, which oper¬ 
ated between 1954 and 1989 as 
part of a Greedgrid project to turn 
the area into a high quality sustain¬ 
able country park promoting envi¬ 
ronmental education. 

It also aimed to increase the 
awareness of the importance of 
the estuary, the park’s history and 
its environment among its visitors. 

The area, which was named 
Canvey Heights because it was 
frequented by local ramblers and 
dog walkers who enjoyed its dra¬ 
matic views, is the highest land 
elevation on the island and offers 
amazing views for miles around. 

There are a number of benches 
dotted around where you can take 
different views across the creeks, 
marshes and along the Thames 
Estuary. You can see the salt 
marshes in Benfleet Creek, a wide 
range of specially designated con¬ 
servation areas along the estuary, 
Hadleigh Castle, Leigh-on-Sea and 
Southend seafront, as well as 
across the Oyster Creek and out 
into an endless seascape. 

We spent some time pointing out 
and admiring familiar landmarks 


we could see in the distance, and 
watching the coming and going of 
boats on their way up the estuary 
to one of the many docks, or on 
the way out to sea to take their 
cargo to a whole host of destina¬ 
tions oversea. 

As well as its great views, 

Canvey Heights is also a great 
place to fly a kite. There were a 
number of people on its elevated 
expanse of open land making the 
most of the wind with everything 
from children’s first-time kites to 
those which were looping around 
in the skies above. 

While human visitors frequent the 
site to take a stroll, walk their dogs 
or enjoy a picnic with amazing 
views, there are a rapid number of 
other visitors to the park, from 
insects and birds, to a range of 
butterflies and bugs. 

This is thanks to a variety of pro¬ 
jects that have, or are still, taking 
place at Canvey Heights. 

Last year, work was underway to 
install a large hibernacula and 
wildflower area. The project, which 
was completed in January this 
year in association with the charity 
Buglife, aimed to turn a 2,000 
square metre section of the park 
into a habitat for small creatures, 
while providing an attractive wild¬ 
flower area. 

Many volunteers worked tireless¬ 
ly to strip topsoil from the area, 
before raking it flat and scattering 
wild flower and grass seeds 
across the area. 

They also pilled up logs and cov¬ 
ered them with topsoil, making a 


home for insects. 

Hoverflies, butterflies, beetles 
and bees are expected to make 
their home in the new wildflower 
area, along with native reptiles and 
amphibians such as slow worms. 

Buglife is the first organisation in 
Europe that is devoted to the con¬ 
servation of all invertebrates. It 
works to save Britain’s rarest bugs, 
slugs, snails, bees, wasps, ants, 
spiders and beetles. 

The charity is also busy at 
Canvey Heights as part of its 
South Essex Stepping Stones pro¬ 
ject, which surveys and enhances 
landscapes across the region to 


create habitat links, or ‘stepping 
stones’ across Essex. 

The project, which covers five 
key brownfield sites including 
Canvey Heights, Canvey Wick and 
Wat Tyler Country Park, will benefit 
wildlife including invertebrates, 
native reptiles and amphibians, 
and mammals such as water voles 
and protected bird species. 

The project to turn the former 
landfill site into an area for the 
wider community to enjoy has 
been a huge success. 

As well as its fantastic views, the 
park gives great scope for watch¬ 
ing, listening and searching for 


wildlife. Why not take the kids on a 
nature walk armed with a bug box 
or two and see what you can find? 

Future plans for Canvey Heights 
are recreational activities for every¬ 
one to enjoy, and the park already 
has its own walking group. 

The Rendezvous Walking Club 
meets by the entrance gates of 
Canvey Heights at 2pm on the first 
Sunday of every month. 

All are welcome to join the group, 
which is named after a social club 
that burnt down in 1933. 

The walks are a great way to 
learn more about the area and 
admire the views.

The perfect guilt trip

A HUGE hug from Mama 

Thandi welcomed me to the 
Cape Town township of 
Kayamandi. Mama’s home would 
be the base for my ‘voluntourism’ 
trip - five days of work at a centre 
for orphans followed by two nights 
in a five-star lodge out of town. 

Voluntourism is becoming 
increasingly trendy. A chance to 
visit somewhere exotic, work and 
stay with local people, while giving 
something back. Though most of 
Kayamandi’s 20,000 residents live 
in shacks, Mama Thandi’s home 
was brick built, 
and thankfully 
cool. I soon felt 
at home, along¬ 
side her daugh¬ 
ter, son-in-law 
and two grand¬ 
daughters. 

My place of 
work, the 
Kuyasa project, 
is a symbol of 
hope in this 
community - an 
independent 
organisation run 
by Christians. It opens its doors 
daily to hundreds of children and 
young adults aged six to 18, offer¬ 
ing them a meal (perhaps the only 
one they’ll get that day), an educa¬ 
tion, and also a monthly sponsor¬ 
ship programme for orphans. 

I split my time between physical 
work and helping with lessons. At 
times, I thought my arms would

drop off from

Usually, I was in bed by 10.30pm, 
but being tired felt good - and a 
world away from my office job. 

I left for my luxury lodge on a 
high, knowing the good work 
would carry on. 

At Grootbos, a private reserve 
about two-and-a-half hours away 
from Cape Town, my private cabin 
seemed to go on forever, with stun¬ 
ning views across the Atlantic. 

Although the resort was wonder¬ 
ful, this part of the trip still gave 
something back to the community. 

The Grootbos Foundation - a 
subsidiary of the reserve - also runs 
horticulture and life skills pro¬ 
grammes and an organic farming 
project, so I could enjoy my sun¬ 
lounger and its superlative views 
with a clear conscience.

London property 


prices edge higher 


Property prices in central London reached a record high in July, fuelled by growing demand 
from overseas nationals, particularly Europeans, seeking to escape economic instability back 
home, according to a new Knight Frank report. 

The strong capital growth recorded in central London could have a positive impact on the 
rest of the capital, as some market experts see now as the start of another cyclical upturn in 
property prices. Historically, property price growth in central London has rippled out to other 
parts of the city and its outskirts, such as Essex. 

The property consultants said that the median price of a London home costing an average of 
£3.7 million appreciated by 9.6 percent in July compared to the same month last year. 
The report suggests that the euro-debt crisis that led to bailouts for Greece, Ireland and 
Portugal and now threatens other nations, such as Spain and Italy, has encouraged more 
Europeans to buy property in London, where there are a number of new homes being built to 

meet growing demand. 

Noel Flint, head of London residential at Knight Frank, comments: “Once again the main 
reasons for high strength demand in the prime central London market are the overseas 
purchasers and low stock levels. In the last month our offices have seen more interest from 
buyers from continental Europe, possibly due to the ongoing Eurozone crisis as well as 
London providing a more cosmopolitan lifestyle.” 

Sterling’s weakness against other major currencies has also attracted more foreign buyers to 
the capital. The latest Bloomberg Correlation-Weighted Indexes shows that the UK pound 
has fallen by an average of 22 percent against other developed-market currencies, as 
measured by Bloomberg Correlation-Weighted Indexes, since the housing market’s previous 
peak in March 2008, making a home in London more affordable for overseas buyers. 
International demand for homes in London was also supported by purchasers from the 
Middle East, as they attempted to add to the their property portfolios before Ramadan starts 

this month. 


Flint continued: “Middle Eastern buyers have, as always, been key to the market, but with an 
early Ramadan their time spent in London has been shortened, but we do expect to see a 
second window in early September as they continue their search for a London property while 
enjoying the cooler climate.”

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Landlord Question 

I have recently started letting a property but I don't know what sort of records I need to keep. 
Can you help? 

Think Property Answer 

There are some records that you’re required as a landlord to keep by law. The most complex 
regard your tax records and accounts like with any other enterprise. You’ll probably need to file 
a self-assessment tax return so you’ll need full records of income and expenditure, including 
reciepts, to do that. If you don’t file the correct records or file them incorrectly you'll be liable to 
some strict penalties. 

It’s probably best to engage an accountant to ensure that you get this right. In future years you 
might feel confident enough to go it alone. You should keep your accounts and tax return 
details for 6 years. 

Other records that are distinct for landlords also need to be kept by law. Specifically, you need 
to keep the gas safety certificates for your property and ensure that they’re all up to date. 

You must keep the gas safety records for a minimum of two years but you might want to keep 
them for longer especially if the tenancy is ongoing. 


You II also want to keep other documentation relating to the tenancy. Things like the tenancy 
agreement and an inventory should be kept for the duration of the tenancy and until everything 


at the end of the tenancy is resolved.

Q. What is the Green Deal all about? 

A. This is the Government’s new flagship energy 
conservation project. With around a quarter of the 
UK’s total carbon emissions coming from the energy used in our homes, and much of the 
existing housing stock still woefully inefficient in terms of energy consumption, the Green 
Deal is designed to help homeowners by giving them access to up to 10,000 pounds- 
worth of energy-related improvements, recommended and approved by specially- 
accredited assessors. 

The essence of the plan is that, rather than having to pay upfront for all the insulation, 
double-glazing or whatever is deemed necessary, the cost will instead be repaid through 
higher energy bills over a period of 25 years - subject to what the Government describes 
as The Golden Rule, which says that the savings made through greater energy efficiency 
must be greater than the cost of the improvements required. Crucially, the loan is tied to 
the property - which means that if it is subsequently sold, repayments will continue to be 
made by the new owner. 

Another key feature of the scheme is that it will be funded by the business sector, rather 
than by Government. A number of major retailers are already planning to start selling 
insulation products and other home energy improvements under it. Indeed, one well- 
known DIY chain recently went a step further with the acquisition of a firm specialising in 
the training of Domestic Energy Assessors and the provision of Energy Performance 
Certificates. 

With the first Green Deals scheduled to appear in the Autumn of 2012, the whole thing 
sounds like a rather good idea. Except for the fact that the necessary legislation has been 
delayed, and won’t now get onto the statute books for months. There is also growing 
concern in some quarters over the commercialisation of the whole thing, with fears that 
DIY firms, utility companies and supermarkets could exploit it to sell their own products - 
as recommended by so-called “impartial” advisors who could actually be their own 
employees! 

It also remains to be seen, of course, how the existence of a Green Deal - with the ongoing 
financial obligations that go with it - might affect a property’s saleability... 

Still, let’s not be churlish. After all, it’s all in the cause of saving the planet - isn’t it?

Citroen follows the optimum path

T HE Citroen DS4 offers a 
stylish twist on the family 
hatch theme and in THP 
155 guise it offers a tempting 
alternative to the more prag¬ 
matic diesel-engined versions. 
With its winning blend of 
extrovert styling and a com¬ 
petitive petrol powerplant, 
could this be the optimum DS, 
maybe even the optimum 
Citroen? 

Niche marketing has a lot to 
answer for. As an excuse for 
bringing intrinsically unpopular 
items to market, it has its crit¬ 
ics. Every once in a while, 
these products designed to 
appeal to a few eccentrics 
break out into mainstream 


success. Does that make 
them niche marketing failures? 
Who would have ever predict¬ 
ed that fixed gear bikes would 
become so popular? Once 
the preserve of hipsters in tight 
vintage-style jeans, check 
shirts worn with a hoodie, 

Vans sneakers and oversized 
sunglasses, they’re now built 
by the big companies and are 
in your local bike shop with 
smugly inflated price tags. 

Citroen hasn’t been slow to 
recognise this phenomenon 
and its DS sub-brand appeals 
to those who wish to be seen 
as a little edgy but maybe 
don’t want to stomach the 
sacrifices that come with fully 
embracing the radical. Call it 
hipster-lite. Its DS3 was a hot 


hatch with a bit of attitude and 
now there’s the DS4. It’s like 
the ‘after’ shot on a family 
hatch makeover promo. 

The DS4 is offered with a 
choice of five efficient Euro 5 
engines. The three petrol pow- 
erplants - the VTi 120, the 
THP 155 driven here and the 
THP 200 - were all co-devel- 
oped with BMW. Two diesel 
engines - HDi 110 and HDi 
160 - are fitted with Citroen’s 
Diesel Particulate Filter 
System, which virtually elimi¬ 
nates particle emissions. The 
1.6-litre THP engine has a 
solid pedigree, too. It’s also 
the result of the link-up 
between Peugeot and BMW 
which saw the two marques 
pooling resources to produce 


a range of compact power- 
plants. BMW doesn’t entertain 
bad engines and the 1.6 THP 
is fitted to the high perfor¬ 
mance models in its MINI 
range, so the portents for this 
DS4 were good from the start. 
It’s a strong, flexible and 
refined performer, able to pro¬ 
pel the DS4 to 
60mph in 9 
seconds and 
running onto a 
top speed of 
133mph. 

I’m still trying 
to figure out 
how any 
vaguely coupe-shaped car 
with such an unusual relation¬ 
ship between length and 
height can emerge as pretty 
as the Citroen DS4. In tradi¬ 
tional design terms, it should¬ 
n’t work. It should look dumpy 
and ill-proportioned but the 
DS4 appears squat, aggres¬ 
sive and taut. Hats off to 
designer Olivier Vincent. The 
interior isn’t quite so special, 
but don’t blame Sean 
Johnson, the interior stylist for 
that. He has created some 
wonderful dash top finishes for 
the car which really set it 
apart, but Citroen’s UK 
importers have decided that 
British buyers aren’t prepared 
to pay for them and have 
given us more boring alterna¬ 
tives instead. 

Still, there are plenty of other 
touches that can be appreci¬ 


ated. The fascia dials are quite 
cool and the way the wind¬ 
screen takes a hefty bite out 
of the roofline is a very nice 
touch. The ‘bracelet’ leather 
seats which resemble a watch 
strap in their interlinking cush¬ 
ions are also very classy. 
What’s not quite so clever is 
the fact that 
the boldly- 
shaped rear 
side windows 
don’t go down 
or hinge out. 
Style should 
come with a 
little sacrifice, 

right? 

The Citroen DS4 THP 155 is 
offered in mid-level DStyle trim 
with an EGS transmission; 
prices start at £21,450. The 
DStyle models feature 18-inch 
alloy wheels, automatic wind¬ 
screen wipers and head¬ 
lamps, front sports seats with 
electric lumbar adjustment 
and massage function, part- 
leather upholstery, automatic 
digital air conditioning, alumini¬ 
um drilled pedals, rear parking 
sensors and the eTouch 
Emergency & Assistance 
System. Given the niche 
nature of the DS4 it’s hard to 
know what exactly to com¬ 
pare it with in order to get an 
idea of the value proposition. 
Ford Focus? MINI 
Countryman? Audi A3 
Sportback? 

Unsurprisingly, the diesels 


are the most economical units 
in the DS4 range and the fru¬ 
gality reaches quite heady 
heights if you choose the e- 
HDi version of the 110 which 
returns a combined consump¬ 
tion of 64.2mpg. For a car 
with petrol running through its 
pipes, though, the THP 155 
does all right, posting a com¬ 
bined figure of 43.5mpg which 
equates to 149 g/km of C02 

In fusing radical design with 
eminently sensible engineer¬ 
ing, Citroen has created an 
intriguing and attractive propo¬ 
sition with the DS4 THP 155. 

It looks for all the world as if it 
has just driven off a motor 
show stand, but the mechani¬ 
cals are all tried and tested 
stuff and your day to day out¬ 
goings while running one will 
be less than some superminis. 

The only nagging doubt I 
have with the DS4 is that cars 
that are suddenly in vogue 
can just as suddenly find 
themselves out of favour. For 
about five minutes back in 
2003 the Chrysler Crossfire 
was a seriously hot ticket. 
Seems hard to believe now, 
doesn’t it? 

I suspect the DS4 has 
enough about it to appeal as 
something more than a mere 
fashion statement, but time 
will be the final arbiter there. In 
the meantime at least, Citroen 
should be applauded for res¬ 
olutely refusing to follow the 
herd.

2010, all in the 1500m. 

This year, Dale has taken wins in 
the Essex County Championships in 
Chelmsford over 800m and 1500m. 

His personal bests in the 1500m 
this season is 3:48.55,1:53.50 in the 
800m while in the 3000m, it cur¬ 


rently stands at 8:35.84. 

“I will be going into the race 
expecting a medal and hopefully to 
win,” said Dale. “But at this level 
everyone is as good as each other 
and its all about who is the cleverest 
on the day and who gets their tactics 
right. 

“I have benefited hugely from 
Rob’s coaching. Talking to Rob is a 


privilege in its self so to be trained 
by a former world beater is an inspi¬ 
ration and gives me great belief that 
one day I can be one of the best in 
the world.” 

Dale, who has recently been on a 
training camp held by Olympic 
champion, Dame Kelly Holmes, in 
Tonbridge Wells, says representing 
Great Britain at London 2012 is a 
long shot, but is looking towards the 
2016 Olympics in Brazil. 

He said: “Everyone says ‘are you 
going to the Olympics?’ but I don’t 
think anyone quite understands how 
it all works and the selection process. 

“I will be only 20 years old but of 
course I will be giving it my best 
shot to get my spot. 

“2016 is the one I believe I can get 
to and hopefully win a medal. 

“I have just come off from a train¬ 
ing camp with Kelly Holmes for five 
days and am now getting to the stage 
where I need to get some sort of 
funding or help in some way.”
